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DETAILED ACTION 

This is an Office Action in response to the amendment filed on August 31 , 
2005 by Inaba et al. 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings were received on August 31 , 2005. These drawings are 
accepted. 

Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, see pages 1-5, filed August 31, 2005, with respect 
to the rejection(s) of claim(s) 1,4-6, 8, 12 and 13 under Murakoshi et al. (US 
2001/0026456) have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the 
rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, a new 
ground(s) of rejection is made in view of Takahashi (US 6558010). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

1. Claims 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Takahashi (US 6558010). 

2. In reference to Claim 8, Takahashi shows a vehicle lighting apparatus 
comprising: 
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• A reflector part and an extension, wherein, at least on the extension, a 
half-mirror evaporated layer is formed by spattering [See column 5 lines 
51-54]. 

3. In reference to Claim 9, Takahashi shows: 

• The half-mirror evaporated layer is formed by chromium spattering [See 
column 5 lines 51-54], 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

5. Claims 10-13 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
